LONDON, Aug. 27.—The Germans, 
in full possession of the entire Brest- 
Litovak line, have resumed the offen- 
sive in the Baltic provinces and are 
pressing the Russians both in the 
districts southeast of Mitau and to 
the east of Kovno, in an effort to 
reach the main line of’ railway which 
passes through Vilna and Dvinek Lo 
Petrograd. ‘Thia may, in time prove 
the ‘ost important of the German 
operations, although at present they 
are using more troops in the pursuit 
of the Russians who are retiring from 
Brest-Litovek and the line on either 
side of the fortress. 

lt is expected, however, that with 
the fall o€ Brest-Litovek which © has 
been. followed by that of Olita, south 
of Kovno, the armies of Field Mar- 
shal Von Hindenburg will be rein- 
forced and make another attempt to 
cut off the retreat of the Russians, It 
is believed here, however, that it is 
now too. late to accomplish this mur- 
pose.

Australians and New Zea-

LONDON, Aug. 27.—-A despatch to 

Reuter’s Telegram Corypany from the 
Dardanelles dated August 19 says: 

“For the moment the severe fight- 
ing has come to a stop along the 
front of our new positions, after the 
week of battles which followed the 
landing at Suvla Bay. The moat im- 
portant advantage secured has been a 
large extension of the territory held 
by us on the northern shore of the 
peninsula, Resting upon Suvia Bay, 
With its left occupying the long ridge 
which follows the coast inland for 
several miles, our anmy holds the 
Plain southward to where the heights 
of ‘Anzac’ look down upon it, so 
that we are in virtual possession from 
the cliffs overlooking the Gulf of 
Saros almost to Gaba Tape.’ 

Describing the charge of the Irish 
division on a Turkish hill to the Jefs 
of the Suvla Bay position, the conrea- 
ondent says: 

“The Turks came to meet them and 
| Moat exciting bayonet fighting fol- 
lowed between the two crests. Bay- 
onets were flashing and stabhing for

“From our agent at Retlaw, Alta., 
we received a sample of wheat in the 
stalk which ha Red fyfe, White 
fytp, Preston, Stanley and Club varie- 
ties, all in one bunch," said Mr. 
Moore.’ “The agent assures us that 
the sample is but an average sample 
of the farm and that the farm was 
supplied with government seed, Many 
farmy nre tht same. If the dominion 
government bought its seed in this 
province that state would not exiat, 
Alberta could furnish a higher grade 
and more distinct varieties than any
